^  That  the  examination  of  the  preachers’ 
characters,  under  the  peculiar  circumstan¬ 
ces  in  which  they  stood  when  at  the  con¬ 
ferences,  taking  into  consideration,  that 
the  preachers  were  the  accusers  of  each 
other,  at  a  remote  distance  from  the  place 
where  they  had  laboured ;  that  it  was  a 
mock  examination,  and  made  sensible 
people  laugh  at  us.” 

That  1  had  affirmed,  There  was  great 
waste  and  want  of  economy  in  managing 
the  public  money,  and  a  criminal  secrecy 
in  their  account^”  and  many  other  affairs 
of  importance. 

These  and  many  other  charges  of  the 
same  kind  were  brought  against  me ;  to 
all  which  1  answered  particularly,  as  rela¬ 
ted  at  large  in  the  account  1  have  published 
of  my  trial.

proceeded  to  pronounce  sentence  on  me, 
which  the  president  did  with  all  the  gloom 
and  gravity  of  an  inquisitor :  to  make  my 
expulsion  secure,  it  was  not  only  confirmed 
by  every  preacher  standing  up,  and  giv¬ 
ing  his  cmaaent  to  the  transaction,  but 
every  one  of  them  was  required  to  sign  a 
paper,  signifying  the  justness  and  upright^ 
mss  of  transaction.  The  paper  was 
taken  to  the  communion  table,  and  laid 
on  the  place  where  the  memorials  of  4be 


body  and  blood  of  Christ  are  laid,  when 
the  solemn  ordinance  of  the  Lord’s  Sup¬ 
per  is  administered ;  and  Mr.  Bradburn, 
(I  cannot  mention  this  tragical  story  with¬ 
out  weeping,)  who  had  formerly  professed 
himself  a  friend,  to  liberty  and  to  the  rights 
of  the  people ;  Mr.  Bradburn,  1  say  stood 
by  the  rails  of  the  communion  table,  like 
the  governor  of  the  inquisition,  to  see  that 
none  omitted  signing.  Here  we  find  150 
preachers  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  confirm¬ 
ing  the  sentence  of  condemnation,  in  a 
way  unheard  of  in  the  records  of  method- 
ism,  if  not  in  the  records  of  ecclesiastical 
history,  and  stands  as  a  sufficient  proof, 
that  the  leading  men  in  that  process,  sup¬ 
posed  that  what  I  had  written  to  enlighten 
and  save  the  people  from  all  evils  that 
they  groan  under,  was  worse  than  any 
crime  that  had  ever  been  examined  in  any 
former  conference.  The  same  day  they 
lost  no  time  in  preparing  a  circular  letter 
to  be  sent  through  the  kingdom,  giving  an 
account  of  my  expulsion,  and  among 
other  things,  affirming  1  had  not  supported 
any  of  my-  charges  that  1  had  published 
against  them ;  how  far  1  have  done  this, 
all  who  take  the  trouble  to  read  the  trial 
at  large  will  be  capable  of  judging  ;  but  if 
1  had  not  discharged  myself  with  that 
adroitness,  so  as  to  preclude  all  reflections 
of  that  nature,  it  is  not  much  to  be  wonder¬ 
ed  at  when  my  situation  is  fully  considered ; 
1  was  without  any  friend  to  support  me, 
singly  opposed  to  one  hundred  and  fifty 
persons,  ^1  my  judges  and  accusers,  and 
every  one  of  them  racking  their  ingenuity 
to  embarrass  or  entrap  me,  in  any  thing  I 
said ;  and  I  may  add,  they  were  so  dis¬ 
orderly,  that  they  were  frequently  five  or 
six  speaking  at  one  time.  When  I  was 
called  to  the  bar  of  the  conference,  1  had 
not  the  least  knowledge  of  the  charges, 
that  were  to  be  brought  against  me ;  when 
these  were  read,  I  was  required  to  answer 
immediatefy,  without  a  single  advocate; 
I  was  expected  to  give  extemporary  an- 
sw^ers  to  the  questions  that  were  put  to 
me,  and  was  refused  the  liberty  to  examine 
them  alone,  and  prepare  for  my  defence ; 
can  it  be  supposed  that  in  such  a  situation 
I.  could  make  the  best  of  my  cause,  and 
defend  myself  to  advantage  ?

OF  SPIRITUAL  NEGLIGENCE. 

There  are  many  who,  at  their  first 
conversion,  are  pious. and  humble;  but 
are  afterwards  perverse  and  rebellious.-— 
At  first  they  appear  to  be  full  of  the  fear 
of  the  Lord,  and  of  devotion,  and  to  pos¬ 
sess  a  contrite  and  silent  heart ;  but  after 
this  they  become  careless  and  dissolute, 
talkative  and  unguarded  in  their  lives; 
and  they  who  at  first  did  restrain  their 
very  thoughts,  do  hardly  take  care  after¬ 
wards  of  words,  or  even  of  deeds ;  and 
thus  by  little  and  little,  every  evil,  not 
guarded  against  in  the  beginning,  groweth 
still  from  worse  to  worse. 

Who  therefore  ought  not  to  fear  and 
use  circumspection,  since  there  are  so  many 
unhappy  accidents  which  befal  the  best 
and  the  most  modest  ?  The  duty  therefore 
of  all  men  is  to  fear,  and  so  to  fear  as  yet 
to  hope  for  the  best ;  and  so  to  hope,  as 
neither  on*one  hand  to  presume  rashly, 
nor  on  the  other,  through  vain  confidence, 
to  grow  sluggish  and  inactive. 


IMMORAL  CONDUCT  OF  PROFESSORS,  A 
CAUSE  OF  INFIDELITY. 

The  general  wickedness  and  tmntoral 
conduct  of  some  Christians,  so  called,  is  a 
grand  cause  of  infidelity.  For  let  men 
profess  what  they  will,  they  never  can 
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persuaJe  any  thinking  person  that  they 
believe  their  own  principles^  while  they 
are  seen  to  transgress,  every  rule  of  moral 
and  religious  obligation,  and  in  various 
transactions  between  man  and  man,  con¬ 
duct  themselves  in  a  manner,  of  which 
abundance  of  the  heathen,  both  ancient 
and  modern^  would  be  ashamed.

Women’s  charms  are  certainly  many 
and  powerful.  The  expanding  rose  just 
bursting  into  beauty,  has  an  irresistible 
bewitchingness — the  blooming  bride  led 
triumphantly  to  the  hymeneal  altar,  awak¬ 
ens  adrpiration  and  interest,  and  the 
blush  of 'her  cheek  fills  with  delight — but 
the  charm  of  Maternity  is  more  sublime 
than  these.  Heaven  has  imprinted  on  the 
mother’s  face  something  beyond  this  world, 
something  which  claims  kindred  with  the 
skies — the  angelic  smile,  the  tender  look, 
the  waking  watchful  eye  which  keeps  its 
fond  vigil  over  her  slumbering  babe. 

These  are  objects  which  neither  the 
pencil  nor  the  chisel  can  touch,  which 
poetry  fails  to  exalt,  which  the  most  elo¬ 
quent  tongue  in  vain  would  eulogize,  and 
on  which  all  description  becomes  inefiec-

part  of  our  religion.  Nature  has  set  the 
mother  upon  such  a  pinnacle,  that  our 
infant  eyes  and  arms  are  first  uplifted  to 
it ;  we  cling  to  it  in  manhood  ;  we  almost 
worship  it  in  old  age.  He  who  can  enter 
an  apartment  and  behold  the  tender  babe 
feeding  on  its  mother’s  beauty — nourished 
by  the  tide  of  life  which  flows  through  her 
generous  veins,  without  a  panting  bosom, 
and  a  grateful  eye,  is  no  man,  but  a  mon¬ 
ster.  He  who  can  approach  the  cradle  of 
sleeping  innocence  without  thinking,  that 
Of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven !”

TWELVE  GOLDEN  RULES  OF  PRUDENT 
ECONOMY, 

^ecetsary  to  be  studied  by  the  young,  that  they 
may  practise  them  when  they  become  old. 

I.  Whenever  you  feel  yourself  dispo< 
sed  to  go  to  the  tavern,  club,  or  any  place 
of  public  or  private  amusement,  stay  at 
home;  and  put  down  under  this  head 
what  you  reasonably  suppose  it  would  have 
cost  you,  had  you  indulged  your  taste  for 
dissipation  or  pleasure. 

II.  When  business  cart  be  as  well  dis¬ 
patched  by  a  letter  as  by  a  journey,  cal¬ 
culate  the  difference  in  the  expense,  and 
consider  it  as  clear  gain. 

III.  If  under  the  necessity  of  taking  a 
journey,  compare  the  expense  of  going  on 
foot,  on  horseback,  or  in  a  carriage ;  and 
whatever  you  save  by  altering  your  usual 
mode  of  travelling,  is  unquestionably  so 
much  put  into  your  pocket. 

IV.  When  invited  to  make  one  on  a 
party  of  pleasure,  in  the  vicinity,  or  to 
take  a  distant  excursion,  not  only  estimate 
the  money  it  will  cause  you  to  expend,  but 
how  much  you  may  save  or  earn  by  de 
dining  the  allurement.  Enter  this  on  the 
credit  side  of  your  accounts. 

V.  When  you  see  any  fruit,  tarts,  trin¬ 
kets,  or  toys,  which  tempt  you  to  draw 
your  purse,  but  w'hich  you  can  do  very 
well  without,  pull  out  as  much  money  as 
the  present  object  of  temptation  would 
cost,  and  set  it  apart  as  so  much  gained. 

VI.  If  you  have  more  servants,  horses, 
dogs,  or  carriages,  than  are  necessary  or 
suitable  to  your  fortune  and  rank  in  life, 
retrench  till  you  barely  consult  convenience, 
and  in  many  cases  the  balance  in  your 
favour  will  be  very  considerable. 

VII.  When  you  ask  a  party  of  friends 
to  dinner  (for  without  some  society  life  is 
insupportable,)  make  out  a  bill  of  fare, 
equally  remote  from  extravagance  and 
meanness ;  and  instead  of  pressing  bum¬ 
pers,  have  the  good  manners  and  good 
sense  to  let  each  drink  as  he  likes ;  by 
which  means  your  stock  of  wine  will  last 
the  longer,  and  you  will  save  yourself  and 
company  a  headach,  or  a  debauch,  besides 
no  inconsiderable  charges  it  would  have 
cost  you  to  obtain  this  poor  gratification. 

N.  B.  This  rule  is  to  be  applied  to  all 
superfluous  domestic  expenses. 

VIII.  If  you  have  a  taste  for  showy  or 
useless  improvements,  to  indulge  yourself, 
you  may  make  or  get  an  estimate  made  of 
what  they  would  cost ;  but  put  the  money 
by  for  some  more  urgent  occasion. 
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IX.  When  you  see  your  neighbour  or 
equal  changing  his  furniture,  or  new  hang¬ 
ing  his  rooms,  because  the  fashion  has 
changed,  do  not  be  fool  enough  to  copy 
him ;  but  think  how  much  he  spends  idly, 
and  estimate  what  you  save  wisely. 

X.  Never  lay  out  your  money  in  dress 
before  it  is  wanted,  on  the  score  of  comfort 
and  decency;  nor  fancy  that  you  gain 
consequence  in  proportion  to  the  expen¬ 
siveness  of  your  apparel.  Only  women 
and  beaux  value  finery ;  and  all  the  world 
knows  they  are  laughed  at  for  their  extrava¬ 
gance. 

XI.  Should  indolence  endeavour  to 
arrest  you,  rouse  yourself  manfully ;  and 
if  you  know  any  honest  means  of  employ¬ 
ing  a  few  leisure  hours  to  advantage,  reckon 
how  much  you  gain  by  opposing  a  favourite 
inclination. 

XII.  And  to  conclude :  if  you  have  any 
private  expenses  which  may  be  retrenched, 
convert  them  to  the  use  of  the  poor,  or  the 
benefit  of  your  family,  if  you  have  one. 
Thus  you  will  frequently  save  your  pocket, 
your  credit,  and  your  constitution,  three 
things  on  which  a  wise  and  good  man  still 
fixes  some  value,  notwithstanding  the 
vicious  refinements  of  the  age. 

These  rules  duly  observed,  miitatis  mu~ 
tandisj  according  to  age,  circumstances, 
and  situation,  will  tend  to  make  men  rich 
and  respectable,  enable  them  to  do  good, 
and  promote  long  life  and  happiness.

MIRACULOUS  ESCAPE. 

Lewis  Christopher  Dehne,  a  Moravi¬ 
an  Missionary  at  Paramaribo,  in  South

MEDICAL  QUALITIES  OF  OYSTERS,  IN 
FEVERS  AND  CONSUMPTION. 

Oysters  are  a  mild,  balsamic,  and 
cooling  article  Y)f  food,  and  are  of  the  ut¬ 
most  benefit  to  those  who  are  troubled 
with  warm  flushings  of  the  face,  and  other 
feverish  symptoms,  ususally  felt  in  d^ 
dines,  and  in  nervous  and  irritable  consti¬ 
tutions.  It  is  quite  possible,  indeed,  by 
making  them  a  principal  part  of  a  meal, 
to  prevent,  in  a  great  measure,  the  irrita¬ 
tion  and  heat  which  produces  the  hacking 
and  distressful  cough  in  the  more  advan¬ 
ced  stages  of  consumption.  Oysters,  in¬ 
deed,  and  other  mild  nourishing  food,  will 
often  altogether  prevent  consumption  in 
those  who  are  disposed  to  it  from  heredi¬ 
tary  causes.  A  young  lady  of  very  narrow 
chest,  and  slender  •  consumptive  make, 
whose  mother  and  two  sisters  had  died  of 
declines,  by  avoiding  beef,  mutton,  pork, 
and  all  sorts  of  red  meats,  and  confining 
herself  wholly  to  a  diet  of  oysters,  and 
other  shell-fish,  while  they  were  in  season, 
and  to  boiled  chicken,  and  other  white 
meats,  with  biscuits  instead  of  bread,  and 
rice  instead  of  fresh  vegetables,  soon  be¬ 
came  healthy  and  active,  and  escaped  for 
many  years  the  dangerous  decline  which 
threatened  her.  It  is  to  be  remarked, 
however,  that  oysters,  when  too  copiously 
eaten,  are  too  cold  for  weak  stomachs, 
unless  accompanied  with  good  pepper  or 
cayenne.  Vinegar  ought  never  to  be  used 
by  those  who  eat  oysters,  to  enrich  their 
blood’’  or  to  prevent  eruptions.  Instead 
of  vinegar,  a  very  little  white  wine  may 
be  added ;  but  not  when  there  is  fever  or 
cough.  When  too  many  oysters  have 
been  incautiously  eaten,  and  are  felt  lying 
cold  and  heavy  on  the  stomach,  we  have 
an  infallible  and  immediate  remedy  in  hot 


milk,  of  which  half  a  pint  may  be  drunk, 
and  it  will  quickly  dissolve  the  oysters 
into  a  bland,  creamy  jelly.  Weak  and 
consumptive  persons  should  always  take 
this  after  their  meal  of  oysters. 


UNIFORM  CHRISTIAN  EXPERIENCE. 

President  Edwards,  in  his  reflections, 
&c.  to  his  life  of  Brainerd  tlie  Missionary 
to  the  Indians,  observes : — His  religion 
did  not  consist  in  unaccountable  Jlights^ 
and  vehement  pangs ;  suddenly  rising, 
and  suddenly  falling  ;  at  someiimes  exalt¬ 
ed  almost  to  the  third  heavens ;  and  then 
at  other  times  negligent,  vain,  carnal,  an 
swallowed  up  with  the  world,  for  days, 
and  weeks,  if  not  months  together.  His 
religion  was  not  like  a  blazing  meteor,  or 
like  a  flaming  comet,  (^or  a  wandering 
star,  as  the  apostle  here  calls  it,  verse  13,) 
flying  through  the  firmament  with  a  bright 
train,  and  then  quickly  going  out  in  perfect 
darkness ;  but  more  like  the  steady  lights 
of  heaven,  that  are  constant  principles  of 
light,  though  sometimes  hid  with  clouds ; 
nor  like  a  flood  bearing  down  all  before 
it,  and  then  dried  up,  but  more  like  a 
stream  fed  by  living  springs,  which,  though 
sometimes  increased  by  showers,  and  at 
other  times  diminished  by  draught,  yet  is 
a  constant  stream.

Elias  Hicks^  doctrines. — In  conclusion 
of  this  subject  we  would  just  observe,  that 
many  things  spoken  by  Elias  are  true, 
and  though  contrary  to  the  received  opin¬ 
ions  of  many  in  this  day,  yet  are  certainly 
according  to  the  Scriptures ;  and  it  may 
perhaps  be  the  case,  that  if  he  was  called 
upon  for  an  explanation  of  certain  senti¬ 
ments,  they  might  not  appear  so  inconsist¬ 
ent  and  contradictory  as  they  now  do. — 
Let  this  be  as  it  may,  we  shall  still  make 
a  few  extracts  of  his  declarations  concern¬ 
ing  the  Scriptures.  In  the  first  sermon, 
he  says,  Search  the  Scriptures  as  we 
read  the  Bereans  did,  and  see  whether 
these  things  are  not  so.”  But  again  in 
sermon  fifth,  speaking  of  Christendom,  he 
says,  How  is  this  mystery  Babylon  built  ? 
It  is  built  of  the  best  external  materials ; 
the  best  of  all  letter  that  ever  was  written 
on  earth,  and  after  all,  it  is  nothing  but 
letter, ^  It  is  that  which  the  wisdom  of 
man  ha^i  devised,  and  which  he  can  work 


in  for  the  sake  of  his  aggrandizement” — 
these  materials  they  have  at  their  own 
command,  the  letter  of  the  scriptures,  from 
which  they  can  take  every  thing  that  is 
suitable  for  the  deceivings  of  Anti-Christ, 
to  deceive  the  people,”  again.  We  must 
no  longer  look  to  the  letter,  let  it  come 
from  what  source  it  may ;  it  is  no  differ¬ 
ence.”  It  was  nothing  but  turning  to 
the  letter  that  led  to  the  apostacy — again 
and  so  it  has  been  by  attending  to  the 
letter,  darkness  has  spread  itself  over 
Christendom,  working  in  her  own  will  by 
the  letter,  and  not  by  the  spirit ;  and  it 
will  never  be  good  day  with  us  till  we 
turn  back  to  first  principles,”  in  the  sixth 
sermon,  he  says,  The  New  Testament, 
so  called,  which  is  usually  bound  up  in  the 
book  called  the  Bible  comprehends  no 
covenant :  there  is  nothing  in  it  that  apper¬ 
tains  to  a  covenant ;  again  sermon  ninths 
^  The  great  and  only  thing  needful,  then, 
is  to  turn  inward,  and  turn  our  back  upon 
the  letter :  for  it  is  all  shadow.^^  The 
Apostle  says  contrary  to  this.  All  scripture 
is  given  by  inspiration  of  and  is  pro¬ 
fitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correc¬ 
tion,  for  instruction  in  righteousness :  that 
the  man  of  God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly 
furnished  unto  all  good  wor^s,  2  Tim.  ill. 
16,  17*  Let  every  one  judge  for  them¬ 
selves. — concerning  the  devil  he  says,  Ser¬ 
mon  7*  I  have  never  known  or  witnessed 
any  evidence  of  fallen  angels,  but  those 
who  are  fallen  men  and  women. — I  believe 
there  never  were  any  other  on  this  earth. 
— again,  ^‘we  read  that  there  were  seven 
devils  cast  out  of  Mary  Magdalene.  She 
had  been  a  vile  woman-— and  seven  pro¬ 
pensities  had  been  indulged  in,  till  they 
became  as  devils  to  her— and  these  were 
all  the  devils  that  were  cast  out;  they 
were  the  passions  which  were  inimical  to 
man’s  happiness.” — But  perhaps  enough 
has  been  said;  any  person  who  wishes 
to  peruse  for  his  own  satisfaction  must 
read  and  compare  not  with  the  writings 
of  the  ancient  Quakers  only,  but  the 
Scriptures  for  toe  think  with  2  Pet  i.  19. 
We  hare  also  a  more  sure  word  of  pro. 
phesy :  wbereunto  ye  do  well  that  ye  take 
heed,  as  unto  a  light  that  shineth  in  a  dark 
place,  until  the  day  dawn,  and  the  day 
star  arise  in  your  hearts,  knowing  this 
first  that  no  prophecy  of  the  scripture  is 
of  any  private  interpretation.  For  the 
prophecy  came  not  in  <fid  time  by  the  will 
of  man ;  but  holy  men  of  God  spake  at 
they  ware  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost.

The  heat  has  been  so  great  that  numbers  have 
fallen  victims  to  it :  the  deaths  in  this  city  last 
week  were  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  of 
which  number  thirty-three  were  by  drinking 
cold  water,  and  being  overheated,  fifteen  of 
apoplesy,  and  fifteen  of  convulsions. 

Last  week  a  person  was  fined  60  for  shoot¬ 
ing  woodcocks  before  the  first  of  July,  on  Long- 
Island. 

Isaac  B.  Desha,  son  of  the  governor  of  Ken¬ 
tucky,  was  to  have  been  tried  lately  for  the 
maroer  of  Francis  Baker,  but  a  jury  could  not 
ht  obtained  and  it  is  p6stponed  until  neit  court. 

In  Boston,  manj  persons  have  died  through 
overheating  and  drinking  cold  water ;  the  ther¬ 
mometer  has  been  from  ninety  to  a  hundred 
and  twenty  according  to  the  exposure. 

It  is  said  that  some  gentlemen  have  examined 
the  township  of  land  granted  to  General  La 
Fayette,  and  have  agreed  to  offer  him  five  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  dollars  for  it. 

The  Savings  Barik  will  be  opened  on  Friday 
afternoons,  from  four  to  six  o’clock,  for  the 
accommodation  of  fetncUes  only. 

The  Coroner  from  the  12th  to  the  15th  inst. 
waaeaUed  to  examine  twenty-four  cases,  sixteen 
of  which  were  from  being  overheated  and 
drinking  cold  water. 

The  Editors  of  the  several  daily  papers  ii 
Nevv-Orleans,  have  agreed  to  publish  but  three 
times  a  week  during  the  months  of  July,  August, 
September,  and  October. 

An  Irishman  died  last  week  in  Boston :  his 
fellow-boarders  opened  bis  trunk  and  found  $27 
in  cash.  They  w'atched  with  the  corpse  and 
had  an  Irish  W'ake,  spent  the  whole  money  for 
liquor,  and  in  the  morning  asked  for  subscrip¬ 
tions  of  money  to  pay  the  funeral  expenses  of 
their  dead  companion. 

Last  week,  a  man  fell  from  a  scaffold  of  a 
three  story  building  in  Broadway,  without 
breaking  any  bones,  but  he  died  in  an  hour. 

In  Canada,  the  thermometer  has  been  100 
deg.  in  the  shade,  which  is  warmer  than  any 
weather  to  the  southward  at  the  same  time. 

Dr.  Ogden,  in  Canada,  was  to  be  married, 
and  was  found  dead  in  his  bed  on  the  morning 
appointed  for  hb  wedding. 

On  Thursday  of  last  week,  a  sale  of  Saxony 
Sheep  took  place  in  Boston,  to  the  amount  of 
between  25  and  highest  for  one 

eheep  was  $460. 

A  fire  br^e  ont  in  Aouadilla,  (Curracoa,)  on 
the  15th  of  June,  which  destroyed  thirty-four 
houses,  and  fourteen  more  were  pulled  down.

He  deceived  us,  and  we  slew  him  The  land 
is  red  with  bis  blood,  and  with  the  blood  of  his 
friends.
